invaiiers and the richest plums will probably la- 
Karwred b.v horses owned in this section of the 
••ountry. 

Kentuckians, iisuall.x' counted <in to pive eastern 
owners a tussle for turf honors here, are decidedly 
in the minorit.v this year and. with the exception 
of the stables broupht Imre b.v E. R. Rradiey. M. 
& J. l.s>wenstein. .1. X. Ward, .1. O. Keene and Ed 
Trotter, will not figure to an.v noticeable ilepri'e. 
Man.v of the Kentuckians preferred restiirg their 
strirps or enpapinp in tiie Canadian racing while 
the nieetinp is in progress here. 

There will !«• no shortage of hors*‘s. but they are 
not as numerous as the.v were in past .vears. The 
riding colony is also )>lentiful and in this resj»ect 
Kenttn k.v will hold its own. for j*M-ke.vs like L. Lykc. 
C. Robin.son. Stack. R. Kenned.v, K. Wilson and 
others who have la-en riding steadil.v at la-xington. 
I/oiiisville and I.atonia will carry silks here and 
nii'asure up to the full standard of their eastern 
rivals.

laiss than twent.v .years ago the general public looked uiwui baeking a race horse as demoralizing anil 
an extreiiiel.v h:izardnus gamhliiig business whel'ein tiie public had practically no chance of iiermaiient 
success. 

Tialay. through the development of handicapping, this same public have la'cn taught that racing .s|m*c- 
ulation, as a whol**, is comliicted on far more legitimate iind tionoi'iible methoils than any othiT line of 
s|M'culation. and. in aildition. has the advant.-iges of open avenui'S of investigation concerning the records, 
class and form of all horses in training, whii li obviously gives tiie operator more reliable lines of calcu- 
lation than can iKissibl.v be obtained in any commeri-ial or general business. 

Till* i*l**a that racing is immoral is fast la'ing dh^solved b.v tluse and other truths, and the fact that 
more la'rsons attend the races today than ever itefore jirfives con**itisivcly the masses an* daily becoming 
more educati'd anil appreciative *>f racing and racing methods and must profit by so *loing, otherwise the 
average annual attendance would iii'i'cssarily decrease. 

_ llandicaiipiiig is an exjK'rt business, based on si-ientiSc and mathematical princi|des. not judgment, 
guesswork or opinion. In onler to lie succ<*ss(ul It rc'iuires diligent appiication. careful stud.v and a clear, 
unbiased mind, as well as long practical ex|K'rii nee and a personal knowledge of the individual peculiari- 
ties of men. horses and tracks throughout the entire country. 

Turf sjMirt. in addition to iK’ing 'a mo.-t deligiitful. healthful and pleasant amusement, affords oppor- j 
tunity for prolitable investnu'iit. provided, <*f <'ours*', oiH'rations are based on goo<l tigures and systematic 
business prini'iples. The largest and most successful turf o|*erators of toda.v are men who deiiend and 
rely exclusively on such principles, reg.-irilless of conflii-ting private information or “tips.” and while it is 
practicall.v imiHissible to win .continuousl.v, the general results are invariabl.v in favor of handicap figures. 
The development in handicaiiping has laid bare the supisised secrets of racing and enabled the operator 
to accomplish that which was previously considered practically impossible without being on the so-called 
“inside.” i f f - 

GENERAL HANDICAPPING RULES AND SUGGESTIONS. 

The m*»st important items to consider in handicapping are class jind disiHisition of the liorse. his 
ability to do what is asked of him, carry the weight, his like or dislike for the distance, condition of the 
trai'k. Iiehavior at the laist and any la'culiarity of imture or disposition that may be of sullicient imiair- 
tauce to iiniH^de his progress or mar his chances of winning. 

fonsideration of the kind of race (stake, purse or selling), size of tiie tield, jo<k<'y who rides, and 
last, but not least, the ability of the owner, trainer and jia-key are important. These conclusions can Ih* 
reached by noting the general action of the horse in a block of races ami b.v the general reputation of 
those who care for him. As a rule, however, all estimates should lie based on the siipiHisitiou of universal 
honest.v and freedom from pr»*judict*. 

Remi'inlHT that horses are not niachines. but, like men, have their iiidivhlual peculiarities of disiMisi- 
tion and ups and downs of health. At times horses lM*come nervous and bail temiK'red under exc«>ssive 
racing or irregular treatment. It, therefore, i1*h*s not follow that because a horse is favorite lie is always 
the best, or even tigures to win the race, for favorites, as a rule, ,-ire on the decline, or “going back,'’ 
and may have previously shown their b*'st. It is almost impossible to keep any horse, however sturdy, in 
winning condition for an indefinite period. 

Always favor liors**s tliat are “coming on,” and have shown marked inipr<»vement in races — not “work- 
outs” — as horses often work niilc!? in 1:-11 and get N'at in 1:43, with less weight and a g<M>d jockey up. 
Sometimes the reverse is also shown. Many goisl race horses are bad “work” horses. 

The distance a horse is beaten is not always a reliable criterion, for he may have lieen out of his 
class, “short,” “eased” at the finish, or had bad racing luck, such as interference or a bad start. If no 
reason can be given for a bad defeat, throw the race out. 

Allow from five to ten iiounds for winning “**asy,” and a like amount for beaten horses that were 
“eased” at the liiiish, as the circumstances warrant. 

Figure only on the Ijest recent races, taking those run at tiie same, or nearest, distances — excepting 
those only that are thrown out. 

For every day’s travel and conliui'meiit of a horse in a car, il**duct live |Miints from iiis handicap iH>r- 
centage when hguriug his first start on a new track. 'This race, as a rule, should be tiirown out in future 
calculatious. 

rp to autumn young horses rarely run to form with aged ones unless they outclass them, no matter 
how light the weight. 

Long delays at the iHist are iletrimental to hci!v.v- weighte*!. nervous and young horses, but are usually 
benelicial to rheumatic, aged animals with a fancy for going a route. 

Randages, whether aritticial or natural, caiisi'd liy tiring, serve to strengthen the joints, and are of 
great benefit to semi-cripples and wi*ak-jointeil animals. 

Quick breakers, bad actors anil nervous horses are usually unreliable in long-ilistance races. 

Good mud Inirses usuall.v p**rform well on the turf or grass. 

Sulkers. bleeders. crippU*s and jumping racers ars usually unrelialde in flat rai'ing. 

Slow breakers and long-striding horses are usuall.v Is'st in long races, especially when the pace is slow. 

Limg-stridiiig horses, as a rule, are not good on a sloppy track. 

“Warm ups” b**fore a race indicate the present condition of the horse, ami an ex|H*rienced observer 
can obtain much valuable information by noting the apiiearance ami movements of the different horses in 
such “warm ups.” 

Cnskillfui boys often riile gooil races and experienced riders more often ride bad races, but a good 
boy sehhiui wins on a bad horse. 

Vicious animals and “cowards” run best in blinkers. 

Humane and kind treatment will do more toward tlii* development of a high-class horse than all the 
Iiunishmeut and stimulants that can lie administered. Evidences of this fact are to Ih; found almost daily 
in cases of changes in owners, trainers or jocke.vs. 

The term of racing usefulness of the average horse varies from five to eight y**ars, according to the 
care and treatment he receives. ITider jiroper handling he should be in his prime between the ages of four 
ami six. 

Rheumatic horses do iH'st in a dry or xvarni climate. 

Mares and fillies are b*'st after the summer season. 

Never attempt to figure out probable dishom'sty in a race. There is as much, or more, honesty on the 
turf as in the I'onimercial lines. 

Ten iHiunds of leail or -“ilead weight” are c*iuivalcnt to fifteen pounds of “live' weight,” horses and 
jocke.vs iH'ing otiierwise evenly matched. 

■Vci-ept no tips in conflict with j'our figures, no matter how reasonable the authority. Owners’ and 
trainers’ opinions are nsuali.v liias*'d. .U1 otlii'r tijis are usuaily mercenary or worthless. 

Do not l**t long oilds previ nt you from playing your si lection. but do not imagine .vour selei'tion cannot 
lose ami overplay yourself, no matter what you may hear to strengthen your belief. There is no sure 
thing in a race. Even should your horse win. he ma.v bi* disiiualitied. 

The gri'Hter the siieetl a horse makes the less the allowance for ri'diiction in his weight; thus, if a 
horse attains his highest or near his highest speed with ll’O iHiumis up. it does not follow that with 100 
pounds he will run a twi'iity- |Kiumi better raie. In such cases the allowance for ri'din-tion in weight 1 k*- 
**oini*s practii'ulQ a in.itt**r of .imlgni**nt, giving ilui* **onsidi*ration to tin* <**>n*litions ami cir**umstam'**s.

WINDSOR, Out., July L*9. — Irish Kiss, the five- 
year-old Orpimeiit — Soligena gi*lding. ('arryinK 
jo*'ki*.v L. Morris in the «'olors of tin* Sunnyland 
Stahl'*, aikli'd !i!4.<!l.’0 more to the coffers of that 
establishment this afti'rniHin. winning the $5,000 
adili'il Detroit I'it.v Handicap at a mile and a six- 
teenth that featuri*d the final day’s racing at Ken- 
ilworth Park. Estero and Resthoff finished second 
ami third. 

Irish Kiss was outrun to the far turn, when* 
III* moved uji on thi* outside of the leaders nnd 
c*iming around thi'iii into the straightiiway got up 
in the closing strides to win b.v a neck, exiii'rtly 
hand riiM*'ii. Estero. which had followed closely 
the **arl.v pacemaking of WynnewiHHl in a contend- 
ing position, looked like a winner an eighth nut. 
but lin'd tiiereafti'r and barel.v lasti'd to save .se**- 
oml mone.v fnini Resthoff. The latter, close up 
throughout, droiiped back as if badly beaten in 
starting for tin* far turn, but came again with 
splendid courage undi'r hard urging. Irish Kiss 
was favorite in tiie Initting. Regalo. the second 
choice, was awjiy a bit slowly from the extreme 
outside position and was outrun in the sprint for 
position at the far turn jind being compelled to go 
wide the entire journey never assumed a contending 
position. 

Threatening clouds which tiegnn to gather over 
the *'ourse almut post time in the initial rai*e drove 
an immense crowd to cover In'fore the fourth race 
and again whi'ii the field for the handicap was 
parading to the post. The rain was light and of 
short duration, however, and had no bearing on 
the result of the big ra*-e. 

Jockey Morris’ victor.v on Irish Kiss was his 
second of the day. He was first home in the op«‘ning 
d.ish with laich Leven, which iH'at Nurse Jane a 
neck in a driving finisii. A Dill marred the running 
of this race. riiiKui going down when an eighth out. 
Jocke.v S. Mi'Graw, who had the mount on Papon. 
esi-aiH'd witli a si'vere shaking ui> ami was able to 
ride old 'Top «i’ th’ M*irning to victory in the fourth 
raci*. 

GRAND FINISH IN CANADIAN-BRED RACE. 

The mile .-iml seventy yards dash for Panadlan- 
bred three-year-ohls and over furnishe*! a red-hot 
finish, less tlnin it half length separating the first 
three horst*s at the ••nd. Salvo, after setting a 
fast earl.v pace, seemed to tire when an eighth 
out ami apiH'areil lM*ateii when Reiigali passed her.

oliedient. and at all times willing and able to go any reasonable route with weight up, maintain a high 
rate of simed and overcome nil ordinary obstacles under adverse conditions. 

'Tlie liaiidicaj) horse is a sliade inferior to the first-class horse, but with his general quality. 

A selling plater is a liorse having hat fair or little class, inclined to be erratic, that can be relied 
upon only under favorable conditions and at certain distnnees. The majority of all liorses running come 
under this class. 

A bad liorse— and there are many such in daily action— is one liaving no class. He rarely wins. 
AVlien lie does he is lucky and iHuetited hy some accident. This even liolds good wlien among his own 
kind. Siicli liorses bmit one iinother regularly and are wholly unreliable and unsafe to supimrt except in 
rare instances. Even tlien they win only under tlie most favorable conditions. It is best to leave them 
alone. 

One of tlie most important features to is' considered in nil estimates is tlie changes of track and 
condilions. This is tlie grentest stnmliling iilock witli wliicli tlie average liandieiipper has to contend. In 
proof of tliis yon rarely, if ever, find two of tlieni agree on anything but a fast track. 

When a liorse is a known ‘•muilder” allow liis fast track figures to stand; when otherwise, deduct from 
five to fifteen pounds from liis fast track figures— using your own judgment as to such ullowaiiee. 

In case of a "tie” on jioints, play the lietter jockey. If jockeys arc isinal, take longest odds at p«ist 
time. 

In ease of “overweight.” make deductions aecordiiig to the table used, tliougli it must be rememtiored 
some liorses are affected l)y weigiit less thau others. Make only oue-lialf theaj; deductions when applying 
them to good weigiit carriers. 

ILLUSTRATION OF HANDICAP FIGURES. 

In order to sharply deinonstrnte the viilne of correctness of liandieap figures, the following example 
is given. It conies tlirougli tlie race for tlie Louisiana Derliy, run at Xew Orleans, March 17 last. 'The 
starters were figured overniglit. llandioiip ’Table Xo. 1 being applied. In the netual race six starters ran 
first, seeond, third, fonrtli, liftli and sixtli, as tlie Bible figures declared tlmt they would.

And 
Tony will reappear InmK-eiitly again down on his 
soiitli coast island with his pirogue log neatly 
wedged in halves, ready for his skillful shaping. 
In three days no lumlM>rman would ever n'cogiiize 
that cypress length in the two lieantifiilly molded, 
tliinly c-arved canoes which lie on the shell bbaoh 
Is'fore Tony’s i>alm-rcx)fed camp f.-icing the gulf. 

PLENTY OF LOGS FOR PIROGUES. 

Nom de Dieu? The best logs will go adrift, and 
the bayou tides will slip them down the coast! 
When I asked Tony La Font, one day, as I sat 
under his hurricane-torn shed at Lji Caminada, 
where he got his big log to build me a duck boat, 
there — sixty miles from tlie nearest cj'press swamp 
— he shrugged and said: 

“I catch him — me.” 

‘‘Well, how do .vou build ’em?” 

“I chop him — me.” 

“Well, how do you trim ’em up so fine that a 
fellow has to have his hair parted just right to 
keep ’em balanced — as I know, lieeaiise I’ve had 
jiirogues buck me out four times -wlien I reachwl 
for my l>i|s- incautiously, or sneezed, or tried to 
look over in.v shoulder suddenly at a dur-k getting 
out of the i-aiK"’?” 

“Me— I doan know fo’ nuttin.’ I chop him and 
chop him. and snuKith him wif my hand-adze, 
il’sieu. W’en I get him right he done.” 

I gave up then and watched the artist. lie 
chopped and hacked leisurely away a day and a 
half, with his old ax and hand-adze, and when 
he was through he gave me a needle-like little 
Imat that weiglusl sixty-four pounds, was thirteen 
feet long and twenty-two inches wide; and drew 
less than thr«>e inches of water with me and my 
duck stuff in it. .\ famous ‘‘runnin’ ” pirogue it 
was, that I could drag where I couldn’t paddle, and 
ride where I couldn’t walk; and which was as 
finicky as an opera star when 7 didn’t obey her 
wliims. and as stead.v as an old shoe when I did. 
At that I’ve seen the darn thing tip herself upside 
down while tied pe.aceably to a dock just to show 
she couldn’t lx* trusted if slie didn’t want to. 

A ‘‘runnin’ pirogue” is wliat the lean-shanked 
men of the deep swamp want, just as the Cajuns of 
tlie more oixui waters of the coast islands want a 
more seawortiiy craft; and Tony will gnaw the old 
cypress log Into eitlier sliape without any more 
measurements than his eye, his tliumb and a piece 
of roseaii cane give him. Tony can’t r.'.ad or write, 
even in the Cajun ]iatois, or figure alxive .">x.">. hut 
lie can fashion a hull as clean and graceful as an.r- 
thing Ilerresiioff ever designed or Lipton sailed. 
I watched all one aftermxui wliile he whacked mine 
out, and the half-inch thickness of the sides hardly 
varied tlie sliglitest fraction; and the Ixiw strength 
of two inches, needed for crasliing a pirogue through 
wrecked forests, did not differ from the stern di- 
mension. Tony notched out tlie spots where he 
liiing the single seat — alxiut two-thirds of her 
length aft — while continually tissuring me that he 
"didn’t know fo’ nuttin’ ” alxmt it, but when I 
crawled into the teetering log it lay as true along 
the water as if he had weighed and measured me 
for it. My “runnin’ ” iiirogite would not hold 
two — no passengers, thanks! I fried to ferr.v a 
fellow ashore from a launch in it once, and it 
.stoppt'd in midstream, trembled slightl.v and side- 
slip|M‘d tis Ixitli overboard from no cause whatever 
excejit teniiierament — just teniix‘rament. She wasn’t 
made for two and she wasn’t going to ride two, so, 
one wriggle and she was fris- of the burden. Mac 
and I swam ashore, tliiiiking of sharks and sting- 
r.-iys, and ai-ciised each other of having had a 
heavier tlioiiglit on one side of his head than the 
other, which was sufficient excuse for our craft to 
capsize. 

MUST BALANCE THOUGHTS IN PIROGUES. 

Atid as for shooting from a ‘‘runnin’ ” pirogue — 
after five .seasons iiaddling. iKdtng and grass-drag- 
ging one aiToss the “trembling prarie,” the isles 
flottaiites of the watery wilderness that stretches 
westward from the Mississi)ipi pass«‘s to the Sabine 
River 1 still have enough cautious resiiect for the 
uncertain craft to abstain from all save two sluxit- 
ing iK>-itioiis: dead aliead over tlie Ixiw, and over 
file left Ixaim with tlie laxly braced to allow for 
the gun’s kick. Many’s the easy shot I’ve let go 
by ratlier tliaii lake the clianee of an upset into the 
Itaiataria fiuagmires witli not a fiait of soil in five 
miles that would offer safe fooling. And trying 
to i-iglif and crawl into a caiisized sixty-five pound 
diigoiit filled witli Slicking mud. the chilling, Ixit- 
tomless mud of a Ixmi.-iana winter morning, is no 
fun. Fellows have gone ba<-k to the feeding ixiiids 
in the deep swain|i and never Ix’cn heard of since 
from just such iiiisliaps. 

Rut» that’s where the ducks are, and a pirogue is 
the only means of access lliroiigli the prairie cane 
jungles. Standing upright in his liny caiio**, shov- 
ing with a forked {Nile against the grass routs, a 



ilarataria hunter will break frail into the most 
imixaiet ruble spot. 

On the secluded little islets and shell cheiiicres. 
the only habitable spots in this lonel.v region, the 
Cajun families cannot lie induced to part with 
their best and lightest pirogues. When the hunting 
and trapjiing season is over they are packed away 
under covers of palmetto so that the semi-tropic 
summer sun will not «raek them, and the ordinary 
diigouts, eighteen or twenty feet long, are used — 
stout craft tliat can even carry a sail. In the 
early summer, wiien the natives hunt terrapin for 
the trader’s gas liiggars. a youth will put off 
for the swamp prairies with his three “turtle 
dogs” and sail miles before a light breeze, steer- 
ing the outfit with his iiaddle over the stern ouarter. 
I myself triixl this once and a family dispute 1 k‘- 
twe»u two of the mongrel hounds put us all over- 
Ixiard in Riirataria Ray. I kicked the muslin sail 
frtx? and swam for a shell reef, dragging the over- 
turned canoe behind me, and five fine diamond- 
back terrapin went joyously back to their native 
marshes, but tied up in a gunny sack. 

The two old “Manilaman” hunters back on their 
platform camp at I’etit Coniiille, wiio watched this 
disaster, shook their heads silently when I waded 
to the shell reef; a fellow’ wiio would tipse.t a 
Iiirogite under aii.v circumstances ought not to lie 
left unwatched in the Harataria swamps. Their 
brown-skinned kids of seven will take a pirogue 
and paddle it an.vwhere; and up in the more habit- 
able bayous toward the Mississippi one will find 
old women paddling to market with a dozen eggs 
in a basket, or a dozen chickens tied to the thwart. 
If the twenty-niiles-per-hour launch of some Yankee 
reclamation engineer shoots along the old lady will 
carefully ixike alxmt to catch the resultant swell 
dead how on. and then resume her course muttering 
maledietioiis in the Cajun patois. 'Tlie Baratarians 
have no faitli in these ambitious efforts to reclaim 
the salt swamps from the gulf, and there are vast 
trai-ts tixlay given back to the muskrats and ducks 
where thousands of dollars have lieen wasted in 
tr,ving to build levees across the sinking prairies. 

BARATARIANS AGAINST RECLAMA’nONERS. 

The good Ood gave this land of dying forest and 
salt-cane jungle to their forefathers, who followed 
Pirate lai Fitte down into Rarataria, think the 
hardy iiativi’S, and not to raise corn or ix>tat<x*s. 
So they shrug when they see the Yankee dredges 
trying to ridge up the soft mud, wondering just 
how long it will lie ere the Mexican Gulf comes 
rolling in fo flatten everything again lielow the 
grass-nxit levels. As for M’sieur Tony I.,a Font, 
the West Indian hurricanes do not bother him 
greatl.v; I'-s piles his famil.v, liedding, cooking pots, 
muskrat traps and pirogue into his stout luggar 
and go<‘s drifting inland with the gale. Sometimes 
the morning after a hurricane finds M’sieu Ixi 
Font’s luggar resting on a sea of grass five miles 
from oixm water, and he then has some months’ 
labor digging a way out, hut as for the wrecked 
liome back on lax Caminada facing the gulf — well, 
a few poles and planks and the palniettoes cut from 
the higher chenieres soon form another domicile. 
Wh.v worry alxiut a house when that treacherous 
blue gulf is always promising a frolic in Septemlx*r, 
and there is no land in all the coast region liigh 
enough to reach above the hurricane tides? 

I was on a relief expedition hurried from New 
Orleans to Grande Isle after the record hurricane 
of 191.". wlien the wind hit a clip of 122 miles 
an hour in bursts, and we found the natives of 
the erstwhile pir.ites’ island all safe and sound 
amidst their battered honies, among the oaks that 
saved Iheiii from the rushing waters, but the in- 
stant clamor was: “Where were the boats?” 

There w.asn’t a luggar or a converted gasoline 
craft left in the shalkiw anchorage Ixdiind the isle, 
and the pirogue runners went searching at once miles 
and miles northward over the grassy swamps for their 
bigger craft, and discov<*red most of them safe and 
sound, but in all sorts of exasperating places to 
retrieve from. It was weeks before the islanders 
ceased sending their hardy young pirogue men into 
the Iintraveled tidal lakes and bays for the lost 
ones. 

And as the fishing was ruined for a time, and 
the tiny gardens among the oak groves buried in 
sand and salt water, the islanders had to deixmd 
once again on their jiirogues. The head of the 
famil.v would jiaddle around the niarsh.y inlets, 
seeking the mullet schtxils, and once among them he 
would stand upright in tlie little dugout and swing 
his castiiet after the dinner for the day. Give 
a coast Cajun his black drip coffee and a coti’bouil- 
lion and he do<-sn’t want any other fare. Coffi'c, 
an onion ami a handful of rice — and Octo’ or I>*on or 
Tony with his castnet and jiirogtte will pick up 
a living in any sixit the gulf storms driftml him. 

Ducks in the winter, terrapin in the spring, shrimp 
eastiietting in the summer — .'ill the minor occupa- 
tions deixuid on liis tiii.v camx‘ of cypress. One of 
the eomical siglits I once saxv was when 1 crept 
cliimsil.v along a grass trail, the walls higher than 
my head, poking a pirogue to a grass hummock 
which was slowl.v sinking under the weight of 
three “Ma:iilamaii” kids and four turtle dogs, all 
yelling and barking alxiut a five-inch dianiond- 
liack, who was loo disgusted and startled to dive 
to safet.v when the trailers came on him. The 
little grass islet settled clean under the muck 
finall.v, and there was a hullabaloo getting dogs 
and kids back into the dugoiits, wet, black with 

mud, but successful. 

“Dees ol’ turtle, M’sieu — de trade sto’, he give 
Octo’ and me two dolleh fo’ dees turtle — heh — 

yaas!” 

“Hell — ,vaas!” smiled Octo’, who had gone to his 
neck in tlie muck when he couldn’t shove his pirogue 
over it any longer: “Dat ol’ turtle he sho’ got to 

slide fast to get away from dees ol’ turtle dawgs, 
Jl’sieu!” 

It took me an hour to pole my jiirogue back 

over the' trail into which tliese adventurous lads 

of twelve years had followed looking for terrapin 
on the grass hunimocks. Once in the ojieu water of 
Ray des Islettes tliey hoisted a flimsy red sail 
on each of their dugoiits and were in camp long 
before I arrived. “Riding” a swamp pirogue calls 
for just about the same sense of balance as does 
riding a bic.vcle, and you only get the same sense 
of .s»-curity from exix-rieuce with them. 

SCENERY. EXPERIENCE AND DISASTER. 

It was after a friend and myself had made a four 
months’ iiaddling trip through the south Louisiana 
swamps from near the exirtuiie end of the Mis- 
sissippi delta westward and then up through the 
Atihafalaya lakes through the real primeval cypress 
jungle that I felt cixky enough to tackle a job with 
our pirogue that I never finished and couldn’t. We 
had worked the little green log back to the coast 
islands again - this Ixdng a dugout of slightly more 
.seaworthy build than the “ninnin’ pirogues” — iiiui 
were in camp on Grand Terre Island just tit the 
miss to the gulf where Finite Ixl Fitte and his fort 
IxTore the war of 1S12, when Mac bantered me into 
trying to cross the pass through the breakers that 
rolled up on the adjacent bars. 

It was no place for a craft that didn’t have three 
inches freeboard in the siiKxitbest water, but after 
ins|iecting the floixl tide setting up Rarataria Ray. 
I figured tliat the worst that could hap|x-n would 
lx‘ to have a collision with «me of the two-ton 
ixirpoises tlnil were Ixddiing up and ilowu every few 
yards, and if that came the pirogue and 1 would 



cling to each other fondly and drift ashore xm one 
of the siiell islets inside the b.iy— if I oniy could 
ride the craft through the surf line. 

If — that was a big If! I paddled away from the 
cove all right, leaving Mac smoking on the ruiimd 
wall of the fort, and a r^uple of Cajun shirmper* 
silent before this latest lunacy of us two Yankees. 
It wasn’t their idea «if sport at all. as llie.v later 
remarked. And Old Man Milliet of the light house 
at Grand Terre said he’d never seen such fixil 
proceedings since Heck was a pup. 

Sitting cross-legged and braced, with a paddle 
dug firml.v down in the undertow, the little pirogue 
followed the receding surf out over the flats like 
a dog after a Ixine and met the first little roller 
coming in steadily enough, though the water danced 
along even with the gunwales and wet the edge 
of my knees. 

“Now for tlie big boys,” I yelled, and dug in with 
the cypress “spikes” and flotsam of hurricane- 
ni.v Ix'st licks to meet the breakers in deei>er water 
over the last bar. If I kept my seat through these 
fellows I thought lli'* swift-flowing half-mile of 
the pass wouhl be eas.v. So, on came another nice 
wave, wliich rolled smfxithl.v under the thirteen -fxxxt 
log — still meeting ’em head on — and I threw up the 
paddle, Ixilaneed the sideways twist, and prepared 
‘o meet the third roller. Well, it came along all 
•ight — a big one— and it grablied the stern of that 
pirogue, yanked it under a smother of suds and 
■whirled it shoreward with the bow sticking up at 
ilxnit forty-five degrees. I sat tight and stead.v, 
IS a man would try on a bucking broncho, deter- 
mined not to be spilled out sideways, and the Ixiw 
kept rising "straighter and the stern sinking lower 
inlil this fool pirogue did a complete back somersault 
the bar under that comber an awful wallop that 
!ook most of my shirt and some of the skin off 
n.v slioulders, and when the back-wash let me see 
daylight I certainly did kick through it for home, 
langiug onto the cypress eaiux? with one hand. 
.Mac was loping along in the shallows trying to 
snapshot the ix-rformanee, and when 1 waded ashore 
iround the point in calm water, he remarked regret- 
fully: 

“Say. you sixdled a great reputation for us with 
this stunt. After I told these natives that we had 
poked a trail through the Atchafalaya cypress 
.'"orests for four months with this log, tliey said we 
,vere ‘great berg pirogue runners.’ Rut since yoti 
tried to navigate the gulf with one just now they 
think we’re just Yankee bluffers!” — (,'harles Tenney 
lacksoii ill Outers’ Recreation.

RECORD CATCH IN INDIA WATERS 



One Hundred and Nineteen Pound Mahseer, Sixty- 
Four Inches in Length, Caught Last December. 



The largest fish caught on rod and line in India 
was .a 1111 ixiuiid mahseer. 'Tlie fish was caught 
by Colonel .1. S. Rivett Carnae in the t’onvery alxmt 
tliirty-oiK" miles from M.vson*, on Dex-einber 28, 1919. 
It was sixty-four inches in length, forty-two inches 
in girth, and Its tail was twenty and one-half 
inches long. The malisx'cr is the king of Indian 
wtiters, and a letter to tlie Fisliing Gaz-dte telling 
of Colonel Garnac’s catch says: 

“The fighting ixiwers of the malist>er is almost 
proverhiul and one can just imagine wliat a fish 
of 119 pounds Would do. Tlie (’olonel is a man of 
ixiwerfiil jiliysiipie, hut the strain told on him coii- 
siderahl.v. I am not cpilte snri- how long it lixik to 
land tills fish, althougli I was keeping time. It 
was twenty-five minutes wlien the fish was first 
bronglit in <doso enoiigli to see, and when eventually 
Mr. P. F. Rowring, the xlepuly eomniissioiier of My- 
sore, gaffed the fish and it was pulled ashore, the 
excitement was so great that timing was ipiite 
forgotten. We were simply astounded at its pro- 
ixirtions. The fish liad a most prononneed liog 

hack, and tlie bad.v was almost cylindrical. The 
next siirpri.se was when it was sealed; the hundred- 
weight sx-ale went down with a click, and tlie 
needle flew right away from the 112 pounds. 

“Tliese big lien fish are called ‘Thai Meeiui’ 
(mother fish) in (’anaresi-. Immediately after the 
liig fish was landed Major G. Jackson, V. liad 
a run in the same sixit, probably aixitlier ‘Tliai 
Mc'cnii,’ wliieli tisik out over 1(‘>0 yards of line, and 
after two lionrs of liard work got round a snag 
and broke, ('olonel Rivett Caniae’s fish tried none 
of these taeties. hut foiiglit gamel.v to the end. 

“It was alxiut tliree lumrs IxTore tlie fish was 
weighed; it liad been in the wind and sun all tliis 
time, and finall.v liad to be cut in two, and the 
weiglit of Ixitli pieces totaled 119 ]xuinds. The 
fish must have lost weight during tlie time wliieh 
elapsed from landing to weighing, and also in 
bhxid on Ix-ing eiit in two. for which, of course, no 
allnwaiiee could be niiide. Had we suitable scales 
when the fish was landed, I do believe it would 
have .sealed 120 pounds.”

BULL FIGHTING AS “SroRT’ 

Spain’s National Pastime One of Car- 
nage and Much Precaution. 

The Quarry Han Imt Little Chance and 
the PoLlie KflTeet Deftniiluii!.' 
anil Cowardly. 



Sitting at breakfast with a sh'pinate one Sunday 
morning in a Iiotel in Granada (in soiitlieast Spain), 
my eye was <-aiight )>y a group of men we:iring a 
eiirioiis coiffure, their hair lx*ing plaited into a sort 
of diiiiiiintive pigtail on the top of their heads. 

”Wlio <xi earth are Iliey?” I said to iny eom- 
pnnioii. 

“How slionid I know?” he replied. “L-t’s find 
out.” 

Tlie waiter wa.s wiser, and informed ns with 
iniieli pride that they were no less tliaii Gilerrita, 

I lie famous matador of Spain, iind tlie members of 
Ills troupe; also tliat a great bull fight would take 
place that afternoon, in which llie great Guerrita 
would iihiy the star part. 

Strolling alxmt after lire.-ikfast, posters advertis- 
ing tlie great fight met us at every turn, and lx*ar- 
ing in mind tlie gruesome stories we liad lieard 
about disemlxiweled horses at hull figlits, we de- 
bated wliether we sliouhl spend oiir Sabbatli afler- 
110011 in wateliing one, but finally decided to see 
part of it, at any rate, if only to lx* able to judge 
for ourselves. Finding that tliere were two prices 
for admission, the higher for seats in the shiide, 
and the loxver for seats in the sun. and it Ixdng a 
blazing liot day, we eliose the former. I/uig be- 
fore tlie a|)|iointed time of 4 o’chwk people Ix-gan 
streaming into the hull ring, wliieli had u seating 
aeeoniiiiodation of 14.009. I Ixdieve Hint of Va- 
lencia, holding 18,000, is tlie Iiigg**st in Spain, but 
practically every town of any iniixirtaiiee lias its 
linll ring. A Sp.aniard will sell his sliirt to see a 
hull fight, and the women are no less ardent. In- 
deed, as we sat waiting for tlie fight to begin, 
watching tlie sjieetators in their thousands, it 
seemed that we liad never yet belield siieh a 
number of women at once! Ami certainly never 
such a lx*v.v of dark -eyed beauty, robed in vivid 
colors, witli lace mantillas and flower-decked liair, 
with fluttering fans like jeweled butterflies in the 
sunshine, had delighted our »'yes before. 

Xo sooner had the Ixidy I’atroness, the wife of 
the Governor of Granada, taken her seat in the 
state box, than into Hie arena, to the strains of a 
liand. niarelied the great star matador, followed 
liy his attendant satellites, and halted before her. 
One and all were gorgeously attired in satin and 
gold lace, like their own figures on a S))anisli fan. 
Reliind the iiiatiidor marelied Hie lianderilhis, wav- 
ing long Ix-rililxined darts. Then came the picadors, 
ariiKd with lanei>s and mounted on sorry-looklng 
steeds. Toreros^ with scarlet cloaks, tlieii gayly 
decked mules, driven three abreast, brought up the 
rear, tlie mission of the mules being to haul dead 
Inills and horses out of the arena as Hie fight 
progressed. 

MATADOR FLEDGES TO KILL SIX BULLS. 

The m.atador having pledged himself, according 
to custom, to kill six bulls single-handed, was duly 
presented by the patroness with the key of their 
stalls. These o|x-iied on Hie ring, and the picadors, 
lan<-es in hand, tixik up Hieir ixisition. The toreros, 
armed only witli red cloaks, stood by, ready to 
draw away Hie bull when things began to look 
serious for aii.v member of the troupe. 

Tlie siM-etators Ix'gaii to get excited, and all 
o.ves were fixed on Hie first bull’s stall. Suddenly 
there rushed from it a most niagiiifieent beast, 
black as ebony, witli lioriis of enormous length. 

I’aiisiiig for an instant, as if dazzled by tlie 
brilliant siiiiligbt, it spied a picador across the 
arena. Quick ns a flash it lowered its liead and 
oliarged, straiglit for tlie liorse, wliieli, Ixdng a 
miserabli' and decrepit linininl, and blindfolded to 
boot, could offer no resistance to the bull’s furious 
oiislaiiglit. X'or was it intended that it should, 

for, horrible though it seemed to us. Hie spectators 
reveled in it. Women even stootl up, holding their 
eliildreii to get a lietter view. The picador, whoso 
legs were ejieased in liglit armor to avoid being 
enisiied against tlie side of Hie ring, received the 
eliarge on Hie ixiint of liis lance. This weapon 
is not intended for serious work, and Ix-yond giving 
Hie hull a slight flesh wound, had no effect whut- 
*‘ver. Riirying its horns in tlie animal’s stomach, 
tlie bull lifted Ixith liorse and rider clean off the 
ground. It seemed as if the man, too, would be 
gored, as he lay helpless, but for the wild raving 
of red cloaks by the toreros, which drew off the 
bull. 

Apparently it is their cruel and horrible habit, if 
the horse can b.v Ixxik or b.v crook be got on Its 
legs again, fo bolster it up by gruesome methods 
(such as replacing its entrails and stuffing up the 
wound with straw), and to sit the pii-ador ou Its 
b:iek again and make the poor lx‘ast once more face 
tlie bull. After the first horse was dispatehetl, 

two or three otliers suffered the same torment. 
Tills part of tlie figlit was, to our minds, too 
revolting for words, and we were botli thankful 
wlien the carnage was over. 

The next move was to file lianderillos, one of 
whom tixik lip his position facing the bull, with a 
dart in each hand. As the infuriated beast eliuiged, 
he drove tliem with great dexterity into eltlier 
shoulder. This requires great skill, and if Hie 

darts are badly placed or do not strike home, 
tile siHTtators express their disapproval in no 
measured terms 

BULLS TORTURED AND NOT GIVEN A CHANCE. 

Slioiild the lerillo pause a si'cond loo long 

in liis eagerness to judge liis aim. Hie hull would 
iissiiredly get liiiii. Rut to impress Hie spectators, 
he does a lot of gallery -play. Silting on a chair, 
with his legs crossed, he smokes a cigarette, and 
allows the hull to eliarge within a yard or two be- 
fore springing to Iiis feet, driving home tlie darts, 
and skipping to one side. When the lianderillos 
liad finished their work, the hull hail Hiree or 
four darts dangling from eaeli slioiilder, and was 
hleeding freely. 

■ Goaded to fury and baited on all sides, tlie beast 
at last lieg:iii to sliow signs of distress. A trumpet 
call tlieii aniioiiiieed that tliierrita. Hie great iiiiitu- 
dor, would now take tlie field. 

Advancing to the <'enter of Hie arena, his long, 
narrow - bladed sword hidden under a scarlet cloak, 
Giierrit.a eiilleed Hie^ bull to eliarge, iiieetiiig its 
oiisIaiiglit witli just a sweep of his cloak to one 
side, still staudiug his ground. 'I'lie bull Of course 
drove furiously ut tbe “red rag,” avoidlug the man 
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iiltoj;<-tlior, Aftpr a littio more play of tliis kind, 
Mu- iiiiitador allowed hiniM-lf to Ih; cliasod ac-ross 
tlio arena, llie horns of tlie Imll only a foot from 
Ills iHidy. Skillfully swcrvinu from side to side, 
lie eonipletely baffled the furious iieast, and after 
a fruitless i-liase it came to a standstill, Klarin^ 
at its tormentor as thoagli arkno^vlelIgine itself 
iMuiteii, whereat the spectators showed their appre- 
ciation by mueh cheeriiiR and clapiiinp:. 

The bull havins jdayed its part, the time had 
now come for it to die. The ni.atador. once more 
enticinc it to the center of the arena, waved his 
cloak in its eyes, and drawiiiK his sword from 
beiieatli its folds, stood ready to give the eoup de 
grace. ,\s the bull cliarged he drove the sword 
into its shouidi'r. sterping to one side oiil.v just 
in time. Hut the thru'^t was not a fatal one, and 
the beast still showed jilenty of fight, so the crowd 
received this failure to deal the death Mow wifh 
hissing and Imolng. 

Some skillful manipulation of the cloak now Ih'- 
eauie necessary to regain ]wissessiou of the sword. 
That done, the matador's next attempt was more 
suecessful. He drove it in up to tile hilt. With a 
shudder, tlie bull sank on its haunches and fell 
dead. 

The wildest enthusiasm prevailed. The whole of 
tlii^ It.iHHl watchers rose to tlieir feet to a man. 
shouled till tlie.v were lioarse. and the air became 
blai-k witli tossing hats. Taking advantage of the 
interval wlicn tlie pandemonium reached its zenith, 
my friend and I slipiied out, neitlier of us feeling 
inclined to witness five reix-titions of that spectacle, 
nor to lii-ar again the agonizing screams of terror 
from tiie tortured horses, dumb animals that we 
h:id learned to love. 

The iniiiression seared on m.v mind by that bull 
fight was tills: the cruelty to the horses is Itolslie- 

vist in its intensity, and tlie bull is never given a 
sporting chance. 

Tile liiill enters the ring a doomed animal, no 
matter how good a fight it may put up. Should 
it succeed in outwitting the matador or the baude- 
rillos, there are always the men with the hated 
red cloaks to distract its attention and divert it 
from its purpose. I must confess my sympath.v was 
chiefly witii tlie bull, and I longed to see it get 
some of its own back b.v just tickling uj) its tor- 
mentors witli those sharp horns. At times. inde.'»d. 
it seemed as Ihougli notliing could save. a man from 
being gored, but just a« tlie bull was about to dis- 
patch its victim a fliairish of a cloak would check 
it. .\t <-crtain points round tlie sides of the arena 
were wliat may be described as “funk-holes,” exits 
of stout planking just wide enough for a man to 
sipieeze through, but too narrow for the bull's wi.de 
horns. 

I admit that a great deal of nerve and pluck is 
neccssar.v on tlie Imil figliter’s jiart to carry through 
a figlit to tlie satisfaction of a Spanish crowd, an 
extremel.v critical one on tliese occasions. Cases 
of serious injury occur now and then, but we were 
fold tliat fatalities were few. 

If only the cruelty to the horses won' done away 
with, the sport would find more favor in the eyes 
of Itritishers. I’.ut this, I am sure, would greatly 
dctraid from its effect from a Spaniard’s point of 
view. Tin* cabman who drove us to the station 
that evening probably voiced tlie popular opinion 
on the subject when he argued tliat these* animals 
were unfit for further si’rvice as cabliorses, and 
that the bull ring was the most fittini; and 
u.sefiil end for them. — Itadmititon JIagazine. 


BLACK-TAILED DEER IN CALIFORNIA 



It is generally conceded that the California Na- 
tional Forest contains a larg(*r numb<‘r of black- 
tailed deer than any other localit.v of equal size, 
and that the conditions in tlie forest for propaga- 
tion and protection are unequal(*<l in the West. 
Kmbracing as it does large areas of heavy brush 
which provides jirotection from natural enemies and 
almost unlimited forage during the entire, year; 
large glade areas which remain practically snow- 
less during the winter months, providing an 
abundance of winter feed when not fed too closel.v 
b.v domestic stock, and large areas of open timber, 
well stocked with succulent weeds and grasses, it 
can well be said to be ideal as a localits' adapted 
to the perpetuation of this valuable game siH*cies. 

The mating season for deer in this forest ranges 
from late September in the foothills to Novemlier 
at tlie higher altitudes. The bucks shed their 
horns from aanuary l.t to March 1I5, and the n»*w 
growth is noticed b.v .lune 1. Tlie horns liecome 
hard about August 1, although at the higher ele- 
vations they are still found in the velvet during 
the latter part of .\ugust, and even up to Septem- 
lw*r HI. The fawns aiipear from .Tune 1 to the 
end of .Tuly. and in most cases are in pairs. 

There are few black and brown bear in the for- 
est. but they can hardly be taken seriously as a 
game animal. In fact, they are used by uuserupu- 
jous hunters as an (*xciise to go into the mountains 
with packs of houmis during the winter season, 
wlien tli(*re is no doubt that many violations of the 
game l;iw are committed. These Iiears are often 
troublesome to sh(*<*p permittees and settlers within 
the forest who raise hogs, as the older ones fre- 
quently develop predatory, tendencies. It is prob- 
able, also, that tliey are responsible for many of the 
kills of de<*r made b.v panthers, as they feed on 
the dei*r killed by the panthers and disturb it in 
such a wa.v that it is no liHiger palatable to the 
panther, wliich makes a m*w kill. 

Tlie most important game bird in the forest is 
the mountain quail. It is found in all jiarts of the 
forest alsive the brush line which surrtiunds the 
forest on tliree sides, and during the past two 
years have shown a gratifying increase. This is 
attributed in part to tlie destruction of ground 
squirrels :ind otlier small egg -eating animals by tin* 
railed ,'ttatcs Itiological Survey. 

V.-illc.v quail are coninion at tin* lower c*levatioiis, 
and tlicy also are on the increase.

KING OF CANADIAN WOODS 



Big Game Sportsmen From All Over World 
Visit the Northern Forests to 
Hunt the Voose. 

nig g.ime. moose in p.trticular. is a valuable 
asset of our Canadian neigidsirs, because visiting 
siKirtsmcn from the States, irom ruroite. and even 
fr<im tile far parts of the i arth and flic islands of 
the sea visit the outlying provinces of our neigh- 
bors in search of sixirt the like of which is to lx* 
found nowhere else, if .we except the nortliern 
woihIs of yiaiiic. 

They Come Iiiiuting the moose, monarch of tlie 
forests of the Itominion, ami king of all antlered 
animals the world over, and they leave a train of 
sl'ining dollars behind. Th** money paid for rail- 
road fares, for guides, for provisions and all that 
b.v tlio.se wlio get and also b.v those who do not 
reaches an almost unbelievable total, and our broth- 
(*rs across the lines an* not ov»*rlooking an.v bets 
when it comes to a question of cold cash. 

The lawmakers of the Dominion, wliile making 
small limit liags, put no obstacle in tlie way of 
the hunter wlio wishes to take his tixpiiies home, 
the lieads. the horns, the hi<les. the hoofs, for the 
reason tliat a single good t’cad hung at the elub 
or in the lilirary of the shooter is a fiire that may 
draw across tin* line and to the miHise woods a 
dozen ar more parties the fcllowiug year. 

The limits indeed are small; two hull moose in 
the northwestern t(*rritor.v; in all or nearly all the 
other provinces, one. .\nd mind yon, it is a ver.v 
serious matter to break the gamt* law, or. in fact, 
any law in Canada. Mining men in the nortli- 
west<*rn woods, though, seem to he exempt. The.v 
must eat and Iioast that "Jlining camps know no 
game law,” for fresli meat ^ is searee and 
when tin* miners have a ehanee they get 

while the getting is gixMl. It is to he re- 

menilu*r«‘d also that flie.v are .a long way from 
eivilization. and it would lx* liard to get a jury 
to conviet. no matter how elear the case. Per- 
haps the game suffers, hut as a title, the enforce- 
ment of the l.iw is rigid evcrywliere, and all kinds 
of game are on tin* increase all over Canada. 

The reasons are short except in tin* far north, 
where moise shooting is permitted for .seven 
months — Seiitember 1 to ,\pril 1. In Allx*rtn it is 
only forty-two <iajs— the month of November and 
twelve days in December. In Manitoha it is still 
shorter — November 211 to Docemlx*r 10. In Nova 
Scotia it lengthens out — Oetolx'r 1 to Novemlx*r 20— 
and in New Hrnnswiek it is from Septemlx*r l.T to 
Novemhi'i* .30. In spite of tin* short seasons, how- 
ever, 1.2;i0 moose w ere repoi ted as killed in Nova 
Scotia last year; and in all tlie iirovinces those 
reported and those killed for meat, of whieh no 
record was kejit — for every piece of big game 
killed is not registered in C mada er anywhere else 
— nnduiihtedly wonhl reaeh a total of 1(1,000 h<*ad. 
Yet the natural inerease more than offsets this. 

TEN THOUSAND MOOSE. 

Think of it I Ten thousand moose — ten mil- 
lion pounds of moose meat: Hut it is the liends, 

the horns, tiie hides, the iioofs, ,*i sportsman mo.st 
desires. The flesh is a seeondary eoiisiderntion. 
.\ppreeiatiiig this, tin* Domiriion government makes 
the expert ilhties on these troiddes light, nsuall.v $.3 
or .t.i. Nor i.s the cost of a iiourcsidcnl shooting 
license excessive: .f2,> in (jiiel)ec, Saskatchewan, On- 
tario. Hritish Columbia and Manitoha; ?.30 in Nova 
Scotia; .?r>() in the north wc.stcrn t.*rritory and New 
Hrnnswick. and an even STOO in the Yukon 
eountr.v. Guides also are reipiired to jiay a 
small lic(*use fee. iis.iall.v^ -S.-i or less. As a sort 
cf offset to this, in many of the provinces no 
payments are required from resident farmers. 

One tiling tliat is in favor of tlie moose is tlie 
fact tliat few fall victims to iiredator.v tiniihals. 
Oeeasionally. wlien pressed liy hunger, a liand of 
wolv(*s will try and imll do’.vii a moose. As a rule, 
all animal:i are satisfied to leave tlieni al*)ne, even 
a grizzl.v iiesitating before mat^-Iiing his strengtli 
against that of a full-grown bull moos;*, which is 
far from i.eing the case with deer, for with 
them the toll of the wild is often more than double 
tliat taken by man ami his gun. 

Paddling in the sliallows alon.g the border of 
some quiet lake when the season first o|x*ns is a 
favorite wa.v of tnoose hunting with many. The 
lil.v stalks and leaves an* green and jitie.v, smart- 
weed abundant, water grass plentiful, nnil all 
suit the taste of the imxise. lie splashes along, 
taking a nip of the one nnd then a mouthful of 
the other, while tlie cainx*, the hunter in frout 
and the guide in the stem plying Ids iiaddle, moves 
noiselessly, stealing nlong tin* edge of the wi*eds 
like a ghost, working ngainst the wind so the 
animal will not get a widff of the man scent. 

TYlieu tiie critical moment comes, there is always 
a ■<-iiance in the nneertnin light for n novice to 
overshoot. Some experts say, “Chalk .vour fore- 
sight.” Others recommend nickel or ivory fore- 
sights. and some who can afford it .sa.v “gold.” 
As for mi>, in what aftcr-daik shofitiiig I have done, 
mostly at muskrats iii the water, I found using 
phosphorus on tlie sight of my sliofguii to be a 
gri*at lielp. Not tixi mneh of it. only a little touch. 
That and remembering Unit one must shoot low 
always spelled succ<*ss. It lixiks as if tin* same 
thing coupled with the same care would work 
equally well on inixist* or any other kind of big 
game in night slnxiting. 

“CALLING” TRICKS THEM ALL. 

For daylight sheoting at certain s<*;isons nothing 
will bring the game, be it inixise or diiek, witliin 
easy rangi*. like calling. Making the game come to 
yiiii instead of trying to go to it. 

“ycljier” will draw wild turkeys to the gun 
when nil other means of getting a shot fails. A 
“eallcr” brings ducks to decoys they would other- 
wise pass. -V guide who can “lionk” causes many 
a sliy old giKisc to It’.ivi* his fellows and go to his 
doom. The same general principle apiilics to all 
game. A monster moose, as well as a tin.v teal,* 
is trick(*d b.v it. Hut in November, when the 
weather is cold and the marshes all frozen, then 
(In* old hunters sa.v, “If you want a moose, stalk 
him. Only tnke care that he does not lH*conie the 
hiinler instead of the hunted.” 

3'he wind must blow from mcxjse to man. Tliat 
gives him only sight and hearing to depend on. 
The oilier wa.v. from man to mixise. his wonderful 
sense of smell is worth .for prot(*ctiou Iwiee what 
sight and hearing a'*i*. making it well-nigh ini- 
l: sssihle to come will in range. 

The stalkin.g not only requires skill, but endur- 
ance null patience :is well. .\n adept at stalking 
savs. “Go into tin* woods prepared to follow your 
game for several days. Take food, iiiatclies, salt. 



a knife and compass. .\u electric fliisliliglit is a 
good thing to have in your knapsack. Tlieu stick 
to it even if the going is bad and you liave to do 
fifteen miles or over a day. Above all, if you think 
you are lost, don’t get rattled, but sit down and 
figure in wliieli direction camp is, tlien la.v your 
course and keep to it. If you are wrong, it will 
bring you out som(*wliere, to a river, a road, a 
trail that c:iu be followed ami is better than wan- 
detiiig around in a circle until yon drop exliausted.” 
.\fter the weather beenme.s cold ami fin* ground 
.snow -covered, the moose of .n neighlxulioixl “.vard- 
iqt,” the yard consisting of hardwixxl ridges with 
sloughs and swamps on eneli side, and sometimes 
ciontainiiig ns many as fift.v moose. These big ani- 
mals trami> down the bushes nnd weeds, making 
beaten roads to their feeding grounds, nearly always 
going and coming over the same route. The.v would 
lx* easy to waylay and shoot when traveling but for 
the fact that they usually “yard” after the open 
season has closed; lh(*ii the.v are safe. 

3’he moose* eif Hritish Coliimhia and the Y'likon 
are said to lx* the largest in the world. A hunter, 
to avoid fidlowing the tracKs of a female, think- 
ing tlieni large enough to he those of a male and 
having his labor for bis iiaiiis, should know tlie f«x>t- 
prints of a bull moose are more round and blunt 
than those of a cow, which :'r<* long and ixiiutcd. —

For litirdle races — From January 1 to August 31, 
inclusive, three years, 13.3 pounds; four years, 142 
imuiids; five years, 1.32 ixtunds; six years nnd over, 
1.36 iiouiids. From September 1 to December 31, in- 
clusive, tliree years, 142 pounds; four years, 155 
pounds; five years and over, 161 pounds. In races 
exclusively for three -year-olds the weights shall be 
14.3 pounds. 

Except ill liandicaps and in races where the 
weiglits are fixed absolutely in the conditions, 
marcs shall be allowed five pounds before Septem- 
lx*r 1 and tliree pounds afterward. 

For r:ices on the flat under lliBit Club auspices 
the scale of weights adopted by the Jockey Club 
sliall govern and iu rcsix*ct of such races welter 
weiglits sliall be 28 pounds above the weight for 
age. 

In the west the weiglits specified by the Western 
Jockey Club and the American Turf Association are 
identical and are as follows:

Tlie rules of the Canadian Racing Associations 
governing stccplecliases and Iiurdle races provide 
that no Iiorsc sliall be permitted to start In any 
steeplechase or hurdle race carrying less than 130 
pounds. When a scale of weights for age is not 
fixed by the regulations of any course or by the 
conditions of a meeting or race the following scale 
shall govern: 

Fur steeplechases and hurdle races less than three 
miles, from January 1 to July 31, inclusive, four 
years, 145 pounds; five years, 150 pounds; six years 
and over, 166 pounds. From August 1 to December 
31, inclusive, three years, 338 pounds; four years, 
1.35 pounds; five years, 163 pounds; six years aud 
over, 166 ixiunds. 

For steeplechases of three miles and over, Janu- 
ary 1 to August 31 inclusive, four years, 138 
pounds; five years, 1.37 pounds; six years aud over, 
160 pounds. From September 1 to Decemlx*r 31 
inclusive, four years, 149 pounds; five years, 161 
pounds; six years and over, 166 pounds. 

Except in handicaps and in all races where the 
cti.ditious expressly state to the contrary, mares 
shall lx* allowed five pounds before the first of 
September and three pounds thereafter. Geldings 
allowed three pounds.
